Among  the  subjects  to  be  taken  up 
are  the  following:  “The  care  of  silver¬ 
ware  (tinware)  in  the  atmosphere  of 
chlorine,”  “How  to  wash  paper  plates,” 
“The  art  of  drinking  coffee  from  a 
beaker,”  “Boys  can  cook  as  well  as 
girls  in  a  chem  laboratory,”  and  “Rem¬ 
edies  for  indigestion  found  in  every 
chem  lab.”  This  course  is  expected 
to  be  a  huge  success  with  the  annual 
influx  of  quant  students. 

Need  Apparent 

The  need  for  this  course  was  rec¬ 
ognized  early  this  semester  when  the 
present  quant  students  began  to  show 
signs  of  malnutrition.  Upon  investiga¬ 
tion,  it  was  learned  that  they,  don’t 
have  a  square  meal  except  on  Sundays.
